DEMONSTRATIONS 


Eleven Thousand Police 


Will Remain On Duty 


To Keep Order. 


Public Buildings and Homes 


of Prominent Men Are 


Guarded. 


New York, April 30.—New York's en- 


tire police force of 11,000 men today 
was ordered to remain on duty contin- 
uously until Monday morning as a 
measure of precaution against possible 
May Day violence or radical deminstra- 
tions. 


Blue coats were detailed to guard the 


city's churches, public buildings and 
meeting places while others were as- 
signed to protect private residences and 
individuals , believed to be in danger. 
Many others were held in station houses 
for emergency calls. 


Assignments of police to various au- 


ditoriums 
and> halls 
tomorrow—May 


Day—were announced and members of 
the bomb squad, suggested by regulars, 
were set today to ferret a number of 
radicals believed to be active in the 
attempt to cause a great demonstration 
here. 


Police today declared that the arrest 
last night of Abram Jakire and Jacob 
Amter, who were held on charges of 
criminal anarchy, had broken the spirit 
of Communist workers who expected to 
bring about a demonstration tomorrow. 
These men. Charged by the police with 
having several wagon loads of radical 
literature in their possession, were said 
to have been officers of the Third In- 
ternationale and in constant communi- 
cation with Moscow. 


Jakire and Amter were taken in cus- 


tody in the apartment of Mrs. Helen 
Ware, daughter of Mrs. Ella Reeves 
Moor, national organizer of the com- 
munist party in this country. 


In the seized literature, the police 


said, they found circulars similar to 
those scattred here and in various other 
large cities calling attention to the In- 
dustrial conditions in the United States 
run"! urging the overthrow of the gov- 
ernment. Several loaded revolvers also 
were found by the police, it was re- 
ported. One of the trunks, police said, 
was filled with maps of the United 
States 
containing 
statistics 
of the 


strength of tin- various revolutionary 
groups here. These maps revealed the 
total membership of the groups in every 
city and community of any size through 
the United States and disclosed that 
raoriA-lhan. 35 per cent of -the members 
of tho radical organizations were for- 
eigners. 


Russians, Poles and Italians were 


found to be in the majority in the mem- 
bership of tho red organizations with 
which .Taeira :md Amter were affiliated, 
the police claim, and statistics revealed 
that in the mining districts of Pennsyl- 
v;iia and West Virginia as well as in 
several other states east of Chicago, the 
percentage of radicals was very high.

For the average child trom three to four 
times as much of the fats to one time 
of the proteins should be given. 
The 


following menu will suggest well bal- 
anced meals for a child. 


Breakfast—Haked apple wth cream, 


well cooked oatmeal with milk, one egg, 
toast bread and butter. Or sliced ban- 
anas, well cooked hominy with milk, 
whole wheat raisin broad and butter. 


Dinner—Broiled hamburg steak, spin- 


ach, 
baked potato, graham bread, but- 


ter and rice pudding. 
Or cream of 


chicken soup, cereal bread, poached egg, 
baked potato, mashed potato, mashed 
turnip, junket and molasses cake. 


Supper—Cereal with 
milk, 
stewed 


fruit and a small piece of sponge cake. 
Or cereal with milk, baked apple, toast 
and orange marmalade 


Milk and cereals form an inmportant 


part of a child's diet because in these 
foods are represented all the elements 
necessary to the nourshment of the 
body. 


The child who is to be taught self 


grooming must be provided with the 
enuirment for the snme. 
Every child 


should have its own toilet belongings, 
such as personal towels, soap, wash 
cloth and tooth brush. 
The pride in 


ownership will be a great stop toward 
the intention to use these tools. 


Do not expect s. smalKohild to use 


an ordinary Wash stand or bath toilet 
basin designed for adults. 
If it is im- 


possible to give a child n special low 
wash stand, have a small white stool 
in front of tho wash basin. 
Any little 


three-legged stool, white enameled, will 
answer and it may be kept under one 
side of tho basin. 


By the means of this stool the child 


can bo taught to lean'over and bathe 
fare find hinds and brush the tooth 
with ease. 
\Vh»rp there are two or 


moro children the tooth brushes should 
he marked in some way so that no mis- 
take may he made, and even a mere 
babe should be trained to fastidiousness 
about a tooth brush.

The Ford Transmission. 


In studying 
the forward-drive gears 


of the Planetary Transmission, we saw 
iliat as the diameter and number of 
the teeth in the gears aproached one 
another that the speed ratio increased 
until finally, when all the gears are of 
the same size, the ratio would be in- 
fhiity 
to one, or, 
in other .words 


the driven gear would not be moved 
at all. If the size, of the driven gear 
be now made smaller than its driving 
gear (you will remember H was larger 
for the forward drive) then the driven 
girar will be driven backward, or re- 
verse. I^ikf, 
Tor the florward drive, 


the more nearly the- gears are of the 
same diameter, the greater will be the 
speed ratio and the greater the lever- 
age. 


Let us see how the driven gear is 


driven backward. Figure 1 shows the 
airangement of the gears for reversing. 
Let us assume that the gear M has 75 
teeth while the gear O has but 25 teethT 
then as the flywheel and, therefore, 
pin C revolves, in the direction" of the 
arrow 1, the gear O will roll on the 
gear M, revolving on the pin C in the 
direction of the arrow 2. in doing .so. 
Now as O has but 2r> teeth, it will have 
made 1 revolution when its 25 teeth 
have rolled on 20 of the 75 teeth of M, 
and so when tho flywheel and itin C 
have made a complete revolution, 'o. in 


tions Were the gear F and the driven 
gear E, that is, the gear attached to 
the propelleii shaft, of the same diam- 
eter and number of teeth, than the 
gear 13 will have had to move in the cli- 
i ection of the arrow 3, or backward 
for 2 revolutions. (The teeth of both 
gears will touch 3 times, but because F

Ha' driving gear 40. How will this ef- 
fect the speed ratio of the reverse as 
above? It will increase the ratio. 


As the 40-toothed gears-makes 3 rev- 


olutions, it will come in contact with 
120 teeth of the 60-toothed gear E, or 
it mill make 3 revolutions to '2 for E. 
Thus the pin C and engine will have to 
hake three hairs, times two, or three 
revolutions for one of the driven gear, 
giving a speed ratio of 3 to 1.

For this reason a prick-punch 
mark is made on them and when as- 
sembling these punch marks must be 
so placed that they come to the marks 
on the center gears.

done, the gears will not go together. 
In some planetary transmissions no 
mark will be found on the center gears.

She saw many great changes 
joys, trials and hardships, but always 
of good cheer -a good mother, for my 
parents were Hod tearing- and law abid 
ing people. 
>\ e were brought up under 


this .school and Christian rule. 


•'liefore we leave the canal I must 


speak of the good fishing in the canal. 
Tho Koe basin was a haven for the 
lishcrman. it abounded in Black and 
Lake Krie bass, large red sunfish, not 
pumpkin seed, and many, other kind. 
Fish stories wexe told in those days 
the .same as now. 
Dr. Koo told that 


ho was across the creek to his tenants 
one day and earning back he woden 
the creek and the tish we're t,o large 
that thoy knocked him down and when 
he finally got across he went home 
got the hired hand, a wagon and his 
large seine and the first haul they made 
they caught more than a wagon load.

IS JO to 1860, the wild pigeons 
would migrate in the spring to the 
north and in th.e fall back south. Mil- 
lions of 
pigeons flew 
over Licking 


f.ounty ov<-ry \ear—so many a.t times 
that they would darken the sun. They 
had a roost at Luray, about three miles 
north of Hebron; this was a large 
swamp :> or 4 miles long and perhaps a 
mile wide grown up with large trees. 
Here the pigeons would come to roost 
and mst: they would come in such 
great flocks they would, break down 
the trees with their weight. 
Hunters 


would come hero at night and shoot 
them and in the morning they would 
have 
wagon loads of 
uead pigeons. 


They were also caught in nets: they 
would take nets like fish nets, about 
20 feet wide and perhaps 1UO feet long; 
this was fastened to springing poles, 
the piles were fastened at one end and 
the net fastened to the poles, then they 
were bent back and wast ened with trig- 
gers with ropes leading back to a blind 
made from straw or fodder. 
Here the 


men would lay in waiting. In front of 
the 
now bent back net 
thc-y would 


strew wheat cr other grain and in 
front if this stood a high pole with a 
small roost, large enough for the Stool 
pigeon. 
This pigeon was blinded in 


some way and when she was set on this 
roost sin- would not move for she could 
not see. This tUool pigeon had a string 
tied to her which the men in the blind 
controlled and when a large flock of 
pigeons came flying over pretty low tho 
men would pull this pigeon off tho 
roost: being blind she would flutter to 
the ground and this would attract the 
flock overhead, they -would almost cer- 
tainly turn and light "down to get tho 
grain, then the men wiuld spring the 
trap, the pok-s would fly over with 
lightning 
rapidity- and catch all 
tin- 


pigeoens in reach, they would catch 
from one to two thousand at a time. 
To tell how many pigeons there was in' 
those days—Mr. Wm. 
Roe killed IR",; 


at two shots from his double barrel shot 
gun. 
But all at once they vanished— 


10 one knew where they went or what 
became of them. I have heard the the- 
ory, or story, that they all froze at the 
lake one spring in a violent snow storm 
or blizzard, but no one seems to konw 
•ertain what became of thorn: al! we 
<now they are gone off the face of the 
-artn. as the buffalo of the western 
)lains wher there were tens of thou 
sands in a herd there is not a singl* 
one outside of captivity to 
toll 
the 


story. The greed of man for gain and 
sport swept them from the face of the 
•arth. 


"About this time there were some 


wild turkeys left in this county but vorj 
few. 
Twenty or thirty years before 


there were tons of thousands, but, as 
before, the greed of man for gain and 
sport, and the on rush of civilization 
eliminated them. 


"When 1 was a small boy there were 


very fe\v buggies or carriages, the coun- 
try people camo to town in two horse 
wagons, mostly of the 
old Virginia 


style, sf-ated on split bottom hickory 
chairs, the men with scarlet red jackets 
made of linsey or r.-d flannel, the wom- 
en wore shawls and sun bonnets and 
smoked pipes, either the common white- 
clay of the stone pipe With a Wooden 
stem. 
When thev sot to about o u i , 


house they would li.riit up for some did; 
not like to smoke in town. 
A few 


years later the spring wagon came in 
style and use, then tho high top bug- 
gies, carriages, landaus and phaetons— 
now the automobile. 


"The wheat was all sowed broadcast 


and harrowed in. There were no drills. 
The wheat was harvested, or cut with 
tho cradle. 
The thrashing was .done by 


horse power—it took many men and 
horses in these d.iys to harvest and 
thrash, some thrashing was done with 
flails, or tramped out with horses on 
the barn floor. About this time Norton 
Claypool and a Mr. Stump bought the 
first grain reapc-r, but there was great 
opposition to 
t'm-?i> machines for 
the 


laboring class that worked at harvest- 
ing thought it would ruin them, for they 
thought they could not get any more 
work, and tho consequences was both 
the reaper and the large barns and con 
tents were burned down by incendiary 
fires. 


"The corn ground was marked iut 


both wavs with ,i -single shovel plow 
and the corn was dronped by hand and 
covered with the hoe—this work was 
generally dono bv the women and chil- 
dren. Tho hay was out with tho scythe. 
In tho winter thi-ro were few wagons 
seen on the ronil. When there was snh\ 
they travelled in sleighs and sleds for 
when tho roads wore not frozen they 
were almost impassable. 
Mo.°t of tho 


people 
went on horeback, 
men and 


orn.'ii aliko, ilu- men 
wore legging 


made of old pants legs tied on with 
strings. 
Most every one carried a sad- 


dle bag. In these' days many people 
traveled to tho west in wagons—it was 
not an unusual t h i n g to see 30 or 40 
covered wagons going west—the wag- 
ons were called Prairie Schooners. 


"Now I must close or I will tire you 


—but this is about as I remember 60 
years ago. 
If I have made any mis- 


takes or mixiT-presonted, I have not 
clone 'AD intentionally."
